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The Allied Advance. 


Bad weather and the destruction of com- 
munications in the evacuated territory have 
retarded the Allied pursuit in France, but 
the advance on an eighty mile front con- 
tinues steadily. At some points it has 
now extended to a depth of nearly thirty 
miles. British forces are nearly half-way 
from Bapaume on the road to Cambrai.

Further south the French are pressing 
as closely upon La Fere, and continuing 
their pressure all down the line to 
| upon the Aisne. Badly as the 
Allies have been served by the break in 
the weather—which appears, however, to 
have been of short duration—there can 
be little doubt that they have maintained 
a speed in the pursuit which has gravely 
embarrassed the German plans. ‘There 
is much cumulative evidence which points 
to that conclusion. The retreat is pivot- 
ing on its right wing at a point near 
Arras, and here the British pressure 
was so severe that the enemy were 
forced on Tuesday to attempt a counter- 
attack in order to relieve it. On 
the road to St. Quentin the French have 
captured. a battery of field-guns and in- 
tercepted a convoy. A further witness to 
the uncomfortable pressure of the pursuit 
is to be discovered in the fact that the 
German rear-guards, which hitherto have 
indulged in nothing more serious than 
skirmishing, are now offering at some 
points a resistance so obstinate as to eug- 
gest that the main bodies of the’ retreat 
are feeling themselves unceremoniously 
hustled. Yesterday's French report, for 
example, records a stout rear-cuard de- 
fence of the village of Jussy, some eight 
miles north-west of La Fére, Sir Douglas 
Haig reports a similar stiffening in the de- 
fence before the left wing of the British 
advance. Between Arras and Nurlu, a 
town some thirty miles to the south-east of 
Arras, and about ten miles north-east of 
Péronne, the enemy are “beginning to de- 
velop considerable resistance at a number 
of places.” Jt is a tribute to the signal 
efficiency of our services for pushing up 
communications behind the advance that, 
in spite of the bad spell of weather, the 
advance guards are concentrated in suffi- 
cient strength to deal wiih this resistance. 
In spite of it, the enemy's rear-guards 
“are being steadily driven from their posi- 
tions, and our progress continues.” — 
These operations introduce a new phase

of the retreat, We shall soon see whether 
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Cambrai-St, Quentin-La Fére. If, as has 
been generally assumed, the Germans are 
withdrawing upon a _ reserve position 
whence they propose to launch a counter- 
stroke against one of the heads of the 
Allied advance, that reserve position, 
} wherever it is fixed, must be well served 
by lateral communications. Otherwise the 
enemy will have no opportunity of attempt- 
ing to effect a surprise concentration for 
an offensive return. The line Cambrai-St. 
Quentin-La Fére satisfies this require- 
ment. All these three towns are impor- 
tant junctions where railways from the 
east converge, and there is continuous rail- 
way communication between them. But it 
is doubtful whether, even if it were their 
intention, the enemy can now stand on 
this line. Cambrai, in front of which the 
stoutest resistance is developing, is still 
well covered. Both St. Quentin and La 
Feére, however, are too closely pressed by 
the advance to serve as comfortable points 
from which an offensive concentration 
could be launched. At least, if.the Ger- 
man stroke is not launched almost’ imme- 
diately, both junctions will very soon be 
commanded by the guns of the Allies. 
In these circumstances it seems probable 
that no decisive stand will be made on the 
Cambrai-St. Quentin-La Fére line. The 
fact that the resistance is more obstinate 
beforé Cambrai and less obstinate further 
south suggests rather an intention on the 
enemy's part to pivot by the right, keeping 
Cambrai still covered, and continue the 
retirement on the left. In this case the 
retreat may be expected to extend to the 
line of the Aisne, and may be carried back 
to positions covering Cambrai and La 
Cateau, and thence running south-east 
across the Northern Champagne to Ver- 
dun. Such a front would still protect for 
the Germans the important industrial dis- 
tricts of North-East France. While France, 
in the eloquent words of the Ministerial 
declaration of the new French Government, 
“hails with emotion the deliverance of 
part of the soil of our country too long 
sullied by invasion,” she under no 
illusions. “ The retreat is, without doubt, 
the preface to fresh and fierce battles in 
which the enemy will expend their last 
efforts.” The Alliés await the decisive 
collision with anxiety, but with complete 
confidence. They are sure of their com- 
manders, of the superiority of their men 
both in numbers and in spirit, of adequate 
material resources, and, not least, of the 
justice of their cause, which the great de- 
mocracy across the Atlantic appears to be 
on the eve of making its own.

Battle Salvage. 


A German trade journal has made an 
elaborate calculation as to the quantity 
of steel which is now lying on the hillsides 
round Verdun. It estimates the area of 
the belt of ground fought over and now 
within the German lines, the probable 
number of shells which were fired on to 
that area, and the average weight of the 
shells. It concludes that at the time 
when the estimate was made the quantity 
of steel pitched on to the area was 1,350,000 
tons—thirteen tons per acre—and its value 
at the price of scrap steel about £4,500,000, 
Such a crop, the journal thinks, is well 
worth garnering. On a similar basis of 
calculation there must be many times 
that quantity on the battlefields of the 
Somme, now wholly in our possession. 
We doubt, however, whether, in spite of 
the impressive totals of value, the aut hori- 
ties at the front will instruct the Salvage 
Corps to enter on the systematic collection 
of the metal, In these ingenious days, 
perhaps, we ought not to rule out the 
possibility that some instrument of 
magnetism could be turned to aceount for 
the purpose, Somebody has issued lately 
a description of a submarine magnet 
which, it is claimed, might be used for 
the recovery of torpedoes. If the present 


use of the device would deserve considera- 
tion. A torpedo is a fairly valuable thing, 
containing a good deal of fine mechanism.

MACEDONIAN FRONT. 


FIGHTING NEAR MONASTIR. 

The Press Association special correspondent 
at French UHeadquartere, Macedonia, tele- 
graphs, cia Salonika, March 21: 

During the past week there has been con- 
tinuous fighting along the Allied front from 
Lake Ochrida to the Cerna bend. The actions 
have been less in the mature of a general 
attack than a series of Aocal pushes, intended 
to test the enemy's defences, and to prepare 
the ground for more serious operations, These 
local combats nevertheless have already earned 
a large measure of success, especially near 
Menastir, where the French have advanced to 
the slopes west of the town, well beyond the 
village of Magarevo, and north of the town to 
the village of Snegovo. It was from these 
latter positions that the enemy used to shell 
Monastir, which is now freed from the daily 
bombardment. 

The fact that nearly 1,500 prisoners, . in- 
cluding one lieutenant-colonel and a score of 
officers, have been captured in the course of 
the operations is a sufficient indication of the 
importance of the forces engaged. The 
weather, unfortunately, has been most un- 
favourable, not only increasing the difficulties 
of transport, but causing great discomfort to 
the troops. Most of the hills are half-covered 
with snow, while mista and drizzling rains 
have been a severé trial to the endurance of 
the men, besides impeding artillery observation. 

While the French have been thus vigorously 
pressing,the enemy, both the British and the 
Italians @ave been exceedingly energetic along 
their reemective sectors, provoking correspond- 
ing activity on the part of the enemy, who on 
several oceazions has vigorously shelled portions 
of our front, without, however, following: up 
the bombardment by an infantry attack. Only 
on the Btruma have  reconnoitring - bodies 
attempted to approach our poste. Attempts of 
the kind near Kavakli and Baralijuma were 
dispersed with loss. The Italiane have cap- 
tured some 300 metres of enemy trenches 
beyond Hill 1050.

Stormy weather, with a very cold wind and 
frequent snow squalls, has continued throughout 
the night. But, although this adds to the dis- 
cemfort of field campaigning, it has not had any 
bad effect upon the surtace of the ground, which 
in the new area remains quite practicable for 
movements of horse, foot, and guns.

Our troops entered the place before the 
French cavalry arrived. They were absolutely 
encumbered by the demonstrative welcome of 
the civilians. The inhabitanis of five adjoining 
villages, all of which were at this very time 
burning fiercely, had been brought into Neale 
in motor lorries by the Germans, and the little 
town was thus found to contain a large num- 
ber of people. They had much to tell 
soldiers which was of the utmost interest. On 
ihe whole, they had not been badly treated 
by the Germans, with the exception of the 
young officers, whom they describe as a most 
drunken and dissolute set of men.

There was enough litter by the road to keep 
the Army in fuel for weeks. Then one saw a 
whole battery of 12-centimetre ficld guns with 
their breech blocks removed, but buried too 
hastily near by, and destroyed by an entrench- 
ment tool. The gunbeats, while keeping up a 
brisk fire on the bank, were also engaying the 
enemy's shipping at an extreme range. The 
last of the enemy’s line of ships was the first to 
sink, a ship with a 4.7. gun on her, which had 
been captured from our horse boat at Kut. Tire 
Basra, a Lynch company’s steamer, was not 
taken. She was passed by our fleet and ordered 
to stand by. Later she was escorted down 
stream under her own steam. She had about 
one thousand Turkish wounded and sick on 
board, including sixty officers, and also 150 
dead, eighteen wounded Indians, and eight 
wounded British, including an officer, these 

risoners having been taken at Sanna-Yat. She 

ad two barges in tow, one with a cargo of acro- 
plane plant, engines, and bombs. The Firefly, 
the gunboat lost by us at Ctesiphon, was next 
captured. She had been keeping up a running 
fire as we pursued, but the crew, to avoid being 
taken, ran her nose ashore, landed, and escaped, 
leaving her with full steam up and intact, save 
for strained boilers. i 

A third ship, the Pioneer, which the enemy 
set on fire, was salved. ‘The loss of the Firefly 
reduced the enemy’s Tigris fighting fleet to two 
Thornycroft patrol boats, carrying pom-pomsa, 
with a three-pounder forward. When passing 
Bghailah our fleet had not been fired at from 
the town, but, on returning, the gunboat, with a 
crew of fifteen all told, captured 150 prisoners. 
The place yielded a great quantity of 
bridging material and ordna@nce stores 
ammunition carts, tents, telephone wire, trench 
mortars, and a number of abandoned guna, 
lying half in the water on the left bank. Other 
Prisoner’ cite ik hefo af diffafut’ pointe, 
many of them naked, having been stripped by 
marauding inhabitants. One column of 
cavalry was occupied in rounding up prisoners, 
marking down guna, and finding and collecting 
enomy wounded. Several wounded British 
and Indian prisoners who had been abandoned 
on the way were also brought in. 


TURKS’ LAST STAND. 

The last remnants of an organised rear- 
guard made one more stand at Aziziyah, and 
our cavalry dismounted and attacked them. 
After dark our armoured motor car patrols 
advanced twenty miles beyond the camp, sur- 
prising tht enemy's irregular horse, who, 
mistaking them for unprotected convoys, rode 
up with the intention to loot; and were 
scattered with heavy loss. 

A completo list of captures is not vet avail- 
able, but according to the last official estimate 
our prisoners include 4,000 taken since the 
crossing of the river on February 23rd, 6,500 
since the commencement of operations on 
December 15, Thirty-eight guns, 22 trench 
mortars, and nine machine guns have been 
taken. H.M.S. Firefly has been recaptured, 
and the Turkish armed vessel Pioneer, two 
river steamers, ten barges, four launches, and 
immense quantities of munitions and plant 
have also been taken. 

The force is now at Aziziyah, fifty-five miles 
by direct road from Kut, and fifty-one from 
Bagdad. The river journey, owing to the bends 
and loops of the Tigris, ie more than double 
the latter distance.

France, says—All through this war I have tried 
to be fair and just to our enemy, to give him 
credit for his courage, and to pity him because 
the terror of war has branded him, as it has 
branded us.

Not only in Bapaume and in 
Péronne has he blown wp or burnt all the 
houses which were untouched by shell-fire, but 
in scores of villages he has laid waste cottages 
of the poor peasants, and all their little farms 
and all their. orchards. At Rathouvillers, this 
morning, to name only one village out of mairy, 
I saw how each house was marked with a while 
cross before it was gutted with fire.

AMERICA’S LAST STEP. 


In issuing his proclamation convening Con- 
gress for April 2nd, President Wilson, says the 
Washington correspondent of the Merning Pest, 
is taking the one remaining step preliminary to 
the declaration of war, and the United States 
becoming an enemy of Germany. The President 
has literally been driven into war. He has tried 
to resist it; he has hoped to avert it; he has at- 
tempted to keep down the rapidly-growing senti- 
ment throughout the country that demanded 
war; and in the end he has been forced to yield. 
When he goes before Congress twelve days hence 
he will find a different atmosphere from that cf 
the last two occasions, when renegades in both 
Houses were working in the interest of Ger- 
many. Some of the most important newspapers 
were supporting Germany under the guise of 
pacifism, and the country was still wneertain 
what it ought to do, because Dr. Wilson had 
not taken a definite stand. There has been a 
startling change in the last six weeks, and Dr. 
Wilson to-day is less the leader than the fol- 
lower. Instead of directing American policy he 
has fallen in step behind. The American people, 
who sare best qualified to form an estimate of 
the President's character, say that, now that 
the country is at war, he will be as resolute in 
prosecuting war, as in the past he was to main- 
tain peace; that before his tenacity was directed 
towards peace, and now he will be equally tena- 
ciona iy making war, and that the most peace- 
loving of Presidents will surprise the country by 
becoming a great. military administyator. 

The President's decision to convoke a War 
Congress on April 2nd has created much en- 
thusiasm, gays the New York correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph. Flags rapidly appeared 
in the. streets, and in many cities pubiie de- 
monstrations took place. War activities, in 
the meantime, are being pushed on with re- 
newed energy. 


RUMOURED RIOTING IN 
GERMANY. 


With revolution in the air, it is not surpris- 
ing, says the Special Correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle at Amsterdam, that rumours are 
running round that Germany's turn has come, 
and that Berlin is already in uproar. One or 
two curious developments to-day tend to support 
the possibility that unusual events are occurring 
there. These rumours all appear to emanate 
from German unofficial quarters. Another fact 
is that there has been a curious absence of 
private letters from Berlin and Hamburg dur- 
ing the past few days. Newspapers here are 
taking a serious view of the rumours. Corre- 
spondents have gone to the frontier to en- 
deavour to get information of what is proceed- 
ing. It may be that one of the 
many ‘hunger strikes "’—on, perhaps, a 
larger scale than ever hefore—is in progress, 
but, from all the available information, it would 
seom by no means likely that any revolt in 
Berlin would have any chance of success 
the old men, who alone remain as civilians. 
Nevertheless, after what the German Army and 
people have gone through during two years, it 
mst not be entirely rulel out as impossible 
that part of the Army, at leest, might join with 
the munition workers. At the moment of tele- 
graphing, the Jatest tidings from the frontier 
are such as to suggest that things are, indeed, 
grave, though no details are given.

Although this re- 
treat is without doubt a preface to fresh and 
fierce battles, in which the eneruy will expend 
his last efforts, France feels confidence renewed
